the time Uie tea is allowed to draw. \Vhe 
making an infusion, do not boil the wate 
hastily at first; it should begin to sparkl 
like crabs' eyes, then somewhat like fishe 
eyes, and iastly. like pearls innumerab 
springing and moving about. The Chine 
declare that tea without sugar or milk lends 
tu clear away all impurities from the bo.Iy, 
drives off. drowsiness and removes or pre- 
vents headache.
